8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $19,000.00 for the Fire 
Department. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,000.00 for the fire truck 
capital reserve fund. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $85,000.00 for road and bridge 
maintenance. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $13,300.00 for solid waste 
disposal. 
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12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $39,000.00 for municipal 
garbage pickup. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to accept the balance of the budget as prepared by the 
Selectmen and raise and appropriate $78,506.00 for ie purpose, which is exclusive of 
preceding articles. 


14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell timber and gravel from Town 
owned woodlots. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to dispose of all surplus Town 
property, exclusive of real estate, through public auction or other means. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to convey any real estate 
acquired by the town by tax collector’s deed. Such conveyance shall be by deed 
following a public auction, or the property may be sold by advertised sealed bids, or may 
be otherwise disposed of as justice may require, pursuant to RSA 80:80.

To qualify, the 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years; own the real 
estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must 
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have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net 
income of less than $10,000, or if married, a combined net income of less than $12,000; 
and own net assets not in excess of $50,000 excluding the value of the person’s 
residence.

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PROJECTED TAX RATE FOR 1993 


...and a bit more 


This year the task of predicting next year’s tax rate is a difficult one. The 
problem is not with the budget, nor is it with revenues, even though predicting either 
of those categories is not an exact science. You are all aware that the reassessment of 
the Town has been completed, as ordered by the Bureau of Tax and Land Appeals. 
However, the dust has not settled from the reval. There are two areas that cannot be 
accurately factored into tax rate predictions at this time: one is abatements, and the 
other is exemptions. It may be several weeks before we know how many abatements 
will be issued on the 1992 tax warrant, and the value of those abatements will reduce 
the valuation of the Town and push the tax rate upwards. Likewise, an increase in the 
level of elderly exemptions will have the same effect on future tax rates. 

By the time you read this, the Selectmen will have held a public hearing on the 
question of elderly exemptions. As you may know, the effective value of a fixed 
exemption off property value decreases as the assessed values of properties in the town 
increases. In the recent reval, the valuation of Milan increased by a factor of more than 
two, which in effect made elderly exemptions worth less than half what they were a 
year ago. This places a significant burden on those who theoretically can afford it least. 
The proposed Article 21, if passed, will reduce that burden, but it will result in a higher 
tax rate for everybody. 

In computing the estimated 1993 tax rate of $21.08, we made the assumptionthat 
the net valuation of the town for the 19938 tax year will be $48,000,000. It’s unlikely 
that it will come out neat and even like that, but we consider it a credible figure. With 
a bit over $1,000,000 to be raised by property taxes, pending Town Meeting and School 
Meeting action, the above rate results. 

For the mathematicians among you, $10,000 of spending will increase the tax 
rate about $0.21, and a $1,000,000 change in net valuation will change the tax rate by 
about 2.1%, which at present levels is about $0.41. You can use these figures to play 
"what if" with the Town’s financial picture. 

It has never been easy to be a responsible Town Officer, and my observation and 
experience indicate that it is getting harder all the time. All Town Officers realize that 
life can be frustrating; remember that they are people and citizens of Milan as you are. 
A little abuse goes with the job, but a Town Officer deserves consideration just for being 
willing to be there, and they need your support if they are to do their jobs well. Please 
try to remember that when you go to them for services.

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MILAN FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Milan Fire Department responded to 18 fire calls and 5 calls for assistance in 
1992. (Assistance calls are when we go to assist ambulance personnel in stabilizing vehicles 
orremoving patients.) Firemen also attended 8 work sessions and 10 meeting/training sessions 
for a total of 1200 hours donated without pay. 

This year we are asking the residents of Dummer for $4500 to help offset the cost of 
the Fire Department. We are asking that this money be put into the Fire Department budget. 

In 1992 we purchased two Maxim pumpers from Enfield, Connecticut. One of these 
pumpers Is in service in the West Milan station. The second pumper is being stored until we 
can get the funds and time to repair the body and engine. We have collected many spare parts 
for this truck so that we should not have any major expenses in rebuilding this vehicle. 

We ask that the residents of Milan support us in our budget request for 1993. We 
cannot do the job you are asking us to do safely without these funds. 

We would like to extend a special thanks to those involved in repainting Tanker 1, and 
to the kind people who go out of their way to provide refreshments to the firemen at fires.

All of our legal planning documents will be current, 
and the policy of the Board is now to review them annually so that they will remain 
current. 

Being required to go off the Planning Board after serving two consecutive terms, 
I want to thank the members I have served with during the six years. It has been an 
exceptionally dedicated group of individuals. They have always played fair and our work 
has been accomplished with friendship and humor.

Milan Home Nursing Center services the Milan and Dummer Community. Health 
care services are provided to residents in their home. and to home bound residents. A 
RN assesses the need for care, plans and implements delivery of care required and 
evaluates the results of the care received. 

Skilled nursing visits are made under the order of a physician for patient 
assessment, health teaching, disease intervention and prevention. Mental health may 
be included in these visits.

Services are available to all age groups. A small fee is requested for visits made, 
determined on a sliding scale based on the clients’ income. No one is denied service if 
unable to pay. Newborn babies and mothers receive a free initial visit. There is no 
charge. Elderly in the community wishing a yearly visit from the nurse may call for an 
appointment; there is no charge for this service. 

A blood pressure clinic was held prior to the Town Meeting and a clinic was also held 
at the December Christmas supper for Milan and Dummer residents. A special thank 
you to Pat Bennett who volunteered her assistance for both clinics. 

Androscoggin Valley Home Care Services has provided services of Home Health 
Aides or Home Maker Services to Milan an Dummer residents. Guidelines have been 
established making many elderly eligible for Home Health Aides or Homemakers 
through Medicare, N.H. Division of the Elderly, and adult services and Home 
Community based care funded under Medicaid. 

Referrals for services from Milan Home Nursing Center are received from 
physicians, hospitals, the community and family members requesting service. Residents 
from Milan and Dummer in need of services please call Gloria Hedberg at 449-3447 or 
Muriel Lindsay, 449-3327 in my absence and she will refer to the RN who is on call in 
my absence. 

Milan Home Nursing Center is approved to be licensed by the State of New 
Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services of Public Health Services in 
providing Home Health Care Services.

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A MESSAGE FROM THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MILAN HOME NURSING CENTER 


The Board of Directors after much thought and consideration have decided it is 
no longer feasible to continue Milan Home Nursing Center. At the January meeting it 
was voted unanimously to dissolve the program. 

Health needs have changed since Milan Home Nursing Center was established 
in 1973 at which time there were limited resources available in the community. There 
has been a decline in referrals form the physicians and in the communities’ requests 
for service from the Center. Health care agencies from Berlin and Lancaster who are 
hospital based have been serving the residents of Milan and Dummer. These agencies 
also offer a full range of nursing and rehabilitative services and are Medicare and 
Medicaid approved. Federal and State guidelines have become more complex with 
OBRA and OSHA regulations thus increasing administrative costs. 

The Center will gradually curtail its services and will be officially closed June 30, 
1993. Residents should contact their physician to see if home health care is needed. The 
Board of Directors wish to thank all the residents of Milan and Dummer for their 
support of Milan Home Nursing Center over the years.

Milan & Dummer Ambulance Service had a productive year in terms of 
enhancing the quality of emergency medical service for the people of Milan, 
Dummer and the surrounding area. The service now offers Advanced Life Support 
services in the way of airway care, defibrillation and more advanced treatment of 
shock including intravenous therapy. Three attendants became Intermediate EMTs 
in June 1992 with three more attendants awaiting testing. An EMT-Intermediate 
from Berlin Emergency Services now lives in the area and has joined our squad as 
well. These Intermediates are able to start IVs in the field, greatly enhancing the 
prehospital care we are able to deliver. 

One observer from the squad is at present attending a bridge course from 
First Responder to basic EMT and two other observers are currently enrolled in 
Basic EMT courses. We look forward to welcoming three new attendants on board 
once they have completed their courses and testing. 

Of course, we can always use more volunteers for our service. Recruitment is 
an ongoing crucial issue. Anyone interested is more information on becoming an 
ambulance attendant is urged to contact any member of the squad for more 
information. 

We'd like to send out a heart-felt thank you to the many donations M & D 
received this year. This includes donations in memory of Gilbert Stiles, annual 
donation from Upton, Maine, and a very generous donation from the Milan Catholic 
Missions which, as requested, will be used toward the purchase of equipment in 
IPE Sy

POLLS OPENED AT 1:00 P.M. 


The meeting was called to order by Ronald S. Hawkins, moderator, at 6:30 p.m. 
ARTICLE 1: To choose all Town Officers for the year. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town is in favor of amending the existing Zoning Ordinance by 
striking it in its entirety and substituting in its place the proposed recodified and amended 
Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Milan Planning Board. (Voting will be by written 
ballot.) 

Results of ballot vote: Yes 61; No 242 Motion defeated. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $8000 for M&D 
Ambulance Service. 

Motion was made by Janet Woodward and seconded by Robert Biggart. Faye Memelo, the 
new director of the ambulance service, explained how the funds would be used if voted. 
Robert Biggart brought up the point that he would find the Town Report Budget format 
easier to understand if the credits and debits were on the same page instead of separated. A 
vote was taken on the motion and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $3000 for the M&D 
ambulance capital reserve fund. 

Motion was made by Robert Biggart and seconded by Beverly Hawkins. A vote was taken 
and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to endorse the decision of the Board of Selectmen 
to adopt the Uniform Chart of Accounts as the Town’s system of bookkeeping. 

Motion was made by Rodney Young and seconded by Dawn Miner. Ernie Miner, selectman, 
explained that by adopting this form when it comes time to fill out the necessary annual forms 
for the Dept. of Revenue Administration the information will be more easily obtained. This 
will effect the Town Report by providing a more condensed budget but also giving a more 
detailed explanation. The cost to the Town to make this change will be zero. A vote was 
taken and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $62,225 for general 
government. 

Motion was made by Pam Dorland and seconded by Janet Woodward. Robert Biggart made 
a motion to amend the figure to read $55,000 and this was seconded by Kurt Masters. A vote 
by standing was taken and the motion to amend was carried 88 to 62. A vote was then taken 
on the motion and the motion carried. 
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ARTICLE 7: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $13,000 for the Police 
Department. 

Motion was made by Pam Dorland and seconded by Dawn Miner. Oscar Bouchard made 
a motion to amend the figure to $10,000 and was seconded by Kurt Masters. Following 
discussion a vote on the amendment was taken and the amendment passed. Following further 
discussion a vote on the motion was taken and the motion carried. 


Motion made and seconded to keep the polls open until 9 P.M. Carried. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $13,000 for the Fire 
Department. 

Motion was made by Norman Frechette and seconded by Annette Gleason. Fire Chief Terry 
Sylvester stated that this is the first time the Fire Dept. has presented a line item budget in 
advance. He also said that there are now 32 men in the department and then went on to 
explain the "Mutual Aid" agreement between Milan and Berlin fire departments 1n which 
Berlin pays Milan manpower and vice versa. A vote was then taken and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $12,000 for the purchase 
of a pumper truck and for modifications and improvements to existing trucks and to 
authorize withdrawal from the fire truck capital reserve fund the sum of $12,000. 

Motion was made by Paulette Frechette and seconded by Janet Woodward. Following 
discussion an amendment was put forth by Robert Biggart as follows: "To seeif the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate $12,000 for the purchase of a fire truck or fire trucks and to 
authorize withdrawal from the fire truck capital reserve fund the sum of $12,000. The motion 
was seconded by Ted Tichy. A vote was taken and the amendment passed. A vote was taken 
and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,000 for the fire truck 
capital reserve fund. 

Motion was made by Norman Frechette and seconded by Paulette Frechette. A vote was 
taken and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $83,373 for road and 
bridge maintenance and street lighting. Motion was made by Marsha MacKinnon and 
seconded by Janet Woodward. A vote was taken and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $25,000 for solid waste 
disposal. 

Motion was made by Beverly Hawkins and seconded by Dawn Miner. Robert Biggart offered 
an amendment that would change the figure to $22,000. This was seconded by Don Rich. A 
vote was taken and the amendment passed. A vote was then taken on the motion and the 
motion was carried. 
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ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to bill residents quarterly for 
municipal solid waste pickup, and to employ withholding of services and tax lien procedures 
to assure collection of payments. 

Motion was made by Beverley Hawkins and seconded by Beth Lorden. Rodney Young asked 
to amend the article by extending it to include "...and to seek & implement more cost effective 
means of trashcollection." This was seconded by Annette Gleason. In the ensuing discussion 
the question was raised as to who would be billed. Rodney Young stated that anyone 
generating garbage would be billed. The amendment was passed following a vote. The 
discussion continued covering such topics as private road pick-up, landlord/tenant billing, 
once monthly pick-up, and the Town’s status with the current pick-up provider. A vote was 
taken on the motion and the motion carried. 


Motion was made and seconded to keep the polls open until 10:00P.M. Carried. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $62,000 for municipal 
garbage pick-up. 

Rodney Young raised an objection to consideration. The vote was taken and the motion 
killed. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1200 to defray the 
expenses of adopting a system for assigning street names and numbers to all public and 
private ways in the Town, as authorized by RSA 231:133a. 

Motion was made by Beverly Hawkins and seconded by Annette Gleason. Terry Sylvester 
explained that this system will be established in conjunction with the Postal Service; it will be 
permanent and will help in the possible eventual establishment of a 911 system. He went on 
to say that the $1,200 requested is no longer needed as it was to be used for postage and new 
numbers. He requested that numbers be put on conspicuous places on homes or mailboxes 
voluntarily. Ernie Miner offered an amendment that would eliminate the $1,200 from the 
motion. Robert Biggart seconded that. A vote was taken and the amendment passed. A vote 
was taken and the amended motion was carried. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to engage the services 
of an appraisal company to reassess the ratable estates in the Town of Milan, and to raise and 
appropriate $27,000 in 1992, and the balance in 1993 to defray the cost of the project. 
Motion was made by Janet Woodward and seconded by Beverly Hawkins. Rodney Young 
explained the development of the reassessment situation and its current status. He then 
recommended the defeat of this motion. A vote was taken and the motion defeated. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $80,000 for the 
reassessment of the ratable estates of the Town, and to finance said sum by bonds or long 
term notes. (Vote must be by written ballot and requires a 2/3 majority.) 
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Rodney Young moved that the $80,000 be changed to $100,000. This was seconded by 
Robert Biggart. Vote was taken and the amendment passed. A written vote was then taken 
on the amended motion; the results being 88 Yes and 22 No. The motion was carried. 


Motion made and seconded to keep polls open to 11P.M. Carried. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to have the accounts of the Town audited every 
other year, starting with the 1992 fiscal year. 

Motion was made by Beverly Hawkins and seconded by Don Rich. A vote was taken and the 
motion carried. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,500 for the Fire 
Department, to be contigent on the Dummer Town Meeting ratifying the proposed contract 
for fire protection by the Milan Fire Department. 

Motion was made by Paulette Frechette and seconded by Janet Woodward. This will allow 
us to expend money; does not raise money. A vote was taken and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to accept the balance of the budget as prepared 
by the Selectmen and raise and appropriate $75,656 for this purpose, which is exclusive of 
preceding articles. 

Motion was made by Donald Rich and seconded by Janet Woodward. A vote was taken and 
the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell timber and gravel from 
Town owned woodlots. 

Motion was made by Beverly Hawkins and seconded by Randall Hawkins. 

A vote was taken and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to dispose of all surplus Town 
property, exclusive of real estate, through public auction or other means. 

Motion was made by Kurt Masters and seconded by Janet Woodward. A vote was taken and 
the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to convey real estate taken by 
the Town in default of redemption from a tax sale and to sell such property as justice sees fit 
and to convey such property by deed.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE MILAN SCHOOL DISTRICT: 


It gives me a great deal of pleasure to make my first 
report to you as Superintendent of Schools. In the last 
seven months, I have been continually impressed with the 
welcome that I have received from concerned and aware 
citizens of each of the area communities who are dedicated 
to providing a quality educational program for our youth. 
It is refreshing to work in schools and their communities 
where quality education is supported. 


School Programs. This has been an active and exciting 
year for the Milan Village School. D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) has brought Trooper Perreault from 
Troop F of the New Hampshire State Police into our school 
to work with students and staff in developing skills “to 
recognize and resist...pressures that cause them to 
experiment with drugs and alcohol” We are proud to be a 
part of this program. Representatives of our staff are 
participating in a Technology Task Force funded through 
the federal government to plan for our future use of 
computer and other “high-tech” approaches to learning. 


School Administrative Unit #20 Cooperative School District 
study. We have moved ahead with the study of the 
possibilities of forming a cooperative school district even 
though Berlin decided not to participate. Informational 
meetings held in the six communities of SAU #20 have 
encouraged the study committee to place articles in the 
individual school district warrants this year to determine 
the extent of commitment in each community before a 
definitive plan is developed for voter approval. 
Increasingly, the committee has felt that it is "on the 
right track” in looking at a cooperative school district that 
would serve the Androscoggin River Valley towns.

The warrant for this year's annual 
meeting includes an article to see if the District will 
appropriate the funds necessary for the the purchase of 
the property adjacent to the school and authorize the 
School Board to act for the District in acquiring this 
property. Buying this property will straighten the 
property line on the north of the school and allow better 
access to the playground. 


Proposed Budget. The proposed budget represents a 
decrease of $4,432. from the present year's approved 
budget. Because of enrollment changes, the Board is 
proposing to reduce the staff by one teacher for the next 
year. 


In closing, let me thank you for your Kind welcome and 
your continued interest in the quality of educational 
opportunity provided to our youth. With your support, 
the schools and the children that they serve will continue 
to make this area both economically and socially an 
outstanding place to live.

The annual School District meeting for the Town of Milan was held 
at the Milan Village School gymnasium on the evening of March 9, 
1992.

$625,460.00...which was seconded by Beverly Hawkins. Mary McLain 
explained that the difference between this amount of money and that 
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in the original article 7 was due to the decrease in retirement 
funds needed. After a long discussion in which several concerns 
were addressed, Emily Tankard called for the question.
